Willinms then asked, "How do you
propuse to eetile this?’ Barbour replied,
“Leuve it to friends,” Williams ssked,
“Who are your friends?” Barbour said,
“My brothers, and I suppose Mr. Chapin
is your friend.” Br. Willlams answered, “I
propose to settle it now,” and struck at
Barbour wilh his fist, but did nol sirike
bim. Barbour atep; ed backwerd and drew
his pistol. Williams also stepped back
acd mnde an effort to draw his pistol,
and while in the aet Barbour flred.

SENATE.

Amecng the petitions and memorials pre-
sented and referred were the following : For
the abalition of all licenses and taxes on
commercial travelers; from the W. C. T. U.
for the repesl of internsl revenue tazes on
aleoholie liquors, sud fer a prohibitory
amendment to the constitution; from eiti-
zens of Kansas against the Sprioger Okla-
homa bill, and from citizens of Nebrazka in
favor of it ; from the scciety of Friends in
Kansag for o permanent arbitration trealy
with Great Britaia; thirty-two petitions
(presented by Mr. Sherman) for the passage
of the per diem service pension bill, and
numeroua other petitiona from other States
to tha sama effect.

Mr. Piatt, in presenting one of the peli:
tions for prohibition in the District ot Co-
lombig, contradicted the statement of one
of the Washington papers that such peti:
tions were signed principally by women and
children. He had examined the petition
which be now preseated and found that it
waa largely signed by buginess men of inleg-
rity and position.

A number of billa were reported from
committees and placed on the calendar.
